Section 2. Section 63M-1-206 is enacted to read:

63M-1-206. Daylight saving time study.

(1) As used in this section, "daylight saving time" means the period during a year when

the observed time of day is advanced one hour according to the provisions of 15 U.S.C. Sec.

260a.

(2) The office shall:

(a) conduct a meeting to discuss the impacts of exempting Utah from daylight saving

(b) invite parents, senior citizens, and representatives from the agricultural, public

education, recreation, and business communities to attend the meeting;

(c¢) compile comments and recommendations made at the meeting;

(d) publish a summary of the meeting; and

(e) report on the summary to the Government Operations Interim Committee and the

Economic Development and Workforce Services Interim Committee no later than November 1,

2014.
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
